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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to 
prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted 
by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 
225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761

Claims 30-39 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,144,652. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the applicant's claims merely broaden the scope of 
patent number 6,144,652, claims 1-23 by eliminating some features from the claims, it 
has been held that the omission of an element ant its function is an obvious expedient if 
remaining elements perform the same function as before. In re karlson, 136 USPQ 184 
(CCPA). Also note Ex parte Rainu, 168 USPQ 375 (Bd. App. 1969) ; omission of a 
reference element whose function is not needed would be obvious to one skilled in the

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Garner et al. 
Garner et al. disclose a method comprising the steps of receiving a request by a 
first terminal to establish a first link ; and allocating at least two temporal communication 
slots to first terminal to support first link when interference cause by and interference 
experienced by the first communications link are acceptably low (see abstract). 
3. In the remarks 6/10/2002, the applicant traverses the rejection of 35 U.S.C 102 
(e). The traversal is based on ground that reference does not teach allocating at least 
two slots when interference caused by and interference received by the first link are 
acceptably low. This arguments are not found to be persuasive because applicant's 
arguments are not directed at the claim 30. The limitation " received by" is not cited in 
claim 30. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 6/10/2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive.
